The rates for local service 
of the Chicago company are dete: mined by 
the local city council. The aldermen have 
been at the job for nearly three years. 

The Michigan state railroad commission 
has certain jurisdiction over the Michigan 
company. That commission approved of the 
charge of 25 per cent in a formal document. 
The Chitago council committee on gas, oil, 
and electric light in effect has approved of 
a charge of approximately 10 per cent when 
a local competitér of the Chicago Telephone 
company—the lilfneis Tunnel company—has 
a contract with a certain company at #4 per 
ceut for the same service. This 40 per cent 
contract of the tunnel company was approved 
by the federal court of this district. 


May Be Used Unfairly. 

The action of the committee on gag, oll, and 
electric light in this respect is likely to be 
used unfairly by those attempting to inter- 
fere with home rule for Chicago by the crea- 
tion ‘of a\state commission on public utilities. 

The reason for the failure of the committee 
on gas, oll, and electric light to insist on a 
larger income from long distance service for 
the Chicago Telephone company has been 
explained by several aldermen. They say 
the long distance business of the loca! com- 
pany is handied by the American Telephone 
and Telegfaph company, and that company 
owns a controlling interest in the Chicago 
company.

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Francis Fisher Browne, founder and editor 
of the Dial, a Chicago literary publication, 
writer, and soldier, and wit, died yesterday 
in Santa Barbara, Cal, where he head gone 
for his bealth. He had a wide reputation and 
a host of friends in the field of belles-lettres. 

Mr. Browtie wae born in Halifax, Vt. on 
Dec, 1, 1848; and in his youth followed the 
trade of printer. At the outbreak of the 
war he enlisted with the Forty-sixth Mas- 
sachusetts volunteers, and in his short serv- 
ice acquired ailments which persisted and 
affected his health through his entire life. 

There was a brief study of law at Roches- 
ter, N. Y¥., andthe University of Michigan, but 
in 1869 came his determination to go into 
literary work, end he appeared in Chicago as 
editor of the Western Monthly, later the 
Lakeside Monthly. 

Five years of labor broke down his health 
and neceseitated a rest, but in May, 1880, the 
Dial appeared. Twelve years later he bought 
out the other interests and the publication 
became his own. 

Mr. Browne was author and editor of a 
number of books and collections, among them 
“The Every Day Life of Abraham Lincoin,’’ 
“Golden Poems by British and American 
Authors,” “ Golden Treasury of Poetry and 
Prose,” ‘ Poems of the Civil War,” “ Laurel 
Crowned Verse: Standard Eng:ish Poetry,’’ 
and *‘ Volunteer Grain.”

The law should be explicit in safeguarding 
the fund and also make definite the amount 
of the annuity which a teacher is to receive 
after making certain stipulated contributions 
to the fund. 

“ The law should require sufficiently large 
contributions to the fund by teachers and the 
board of education to make certain a reason- 
able annuity, and then hedge it around with 
regulations that will conserve a certain con- 
siderable percentage of these contributions 
for a reserve fund that will guarantee abso- 
lutely a definite annuity on retirement. Any 
pension law which comes short of this is a 
delusion and leaves the candidate without 
expectations.”’

TO U. S. SUPREME COURT. 


Attorney General, Defeated in Lower 
Federal Court, Carries Case Aguinat 
Bleached Product to Highest Tribunal 


Wisstiinaten D. C., May 11.-The fight for 
“pure” flour haa been carried to the Su- 
preme court by the department of justice. 
Attorney General McReynolds and Assistant 
Attorney General Adkins have filed with 
the court.an application for a review of the 
decision of the Bighth United States Cir- 
euit Court of Appeals, which denied the 
right of the government to condemn flour 
bleached by electricity by the Alsop process. 

The cohtroversy turns upon the interpre- 
tation of that section of the pure food and 
drugs act which declares that an article 
shall be deemed adulterated if it contain 
any added poisonous ingredient which shall 
be injurious to health. The government 
claims the law forbade the addition of any 
poisonous ingredient to an articie, even 
though the quantity be minute and the re- 
sulting injury to health’ from the particular 
article incapable of measurement. The Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals*held that the poi- 
sonous ingr<dient must be added.in such 
quantity that there is a possibility of in- 
jury to health. ; 

The construction put upon the law by the 
Circuit Court of Appeals will render the 
statute difficult -if not impossible of. en- 
forcement, according to the attorney gen-

The bill provides that the rates and 
schedules shall be filed with the state in- 
surance department, and must be approved 
by it as adequate for the risks to which 
they respectively apply. The bill allows the 
insurance companies to employ for the mak- 
ing of schedules and rates the services of ex- 
perts, They Can act jointly in this matter. 

Any assured who believes that he is dis- 
criminated against may file his complaint 
with the insurance department, and if the 
atate superintendent is satisfied that there is 
discrimination he can order it removed. The 
bill applies to stock mutual and inter-insur- 
ance companies, so that all institutions and 
agents writing liability and compensation in- 
surance would come under its provisions. 


May Reduce Automobile Rates 

The Western Automobile Conference will 
hold a special meeting in Chicagoon Wednes- 
day, when it is likely that rates on auto- 
mobile floater policies will be reduced. The 
plan now is to remove the theft and valued 
policy features from the contracts and charge 
@ fiat rate of $1.50 per $100 for all new cars. 
It is not likely this reduction will apply to 
Chicago and Cook county because néarly all 
assured desire to be protected against theft. 

In the country outside of Chicago a few 
companies write what is termed a fire floater 
policy, which does not contain indemnity 
against theft or the perils of transportation. 
This policy has been used in competition 
with the genera! floater policy, which gives 
full coverage. Many companies writing au- 
tomobile floaters are marine and therefore 
cannot write the purely fite floater. In order 
to meet the competition of these fire floater 
policies, which carry rates of $1.50, the other 
companies will reduce their rates accord- 
ingly.

President Lott will make the only address 
of the evening, and aside from:the members 
of the association the casualty company rep- 
resentatives will be invited and also any 
policyholders are privileged to attend. Pres- 
fdent Thomas J. Byrne of the brokerage 
association will introduce Mr. Lott. Mr. 
A,ott is one of the well known authorities on 
casualty insurance and has contributed 
largely to the literature of the business. 


Plan Insurance Investigation. 

A bill has been introduced in the Ulnois 
legislature to provide for the appointment of 
five members of the house to investigate the 
settioments made by health and accident in- 
surance companies organized under state 
laws, so far as their industrial insurance is 
concerned. The resolution calls attention to 
the special committee of the insurance com- 
missioners’ convention, which investigated 
the loss settlements of industrial, health, and 
accident companies. 

It further sets forth that each insurance 
commissioner has agreed to ‘audit and in- 
vestigate the affairs of companies doing this 
class of businesé in his state. The bill says 
@ serious condition of affairs has existed 
with reference to loss settlements and the 
companies should be thoroughly investi- 
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gated. The tnsurance interests see no vahie 
in this proposed inquiry because all such 
companies were investigated two years ago. 


Control Up to State Heads. 

Each state commissioner was asked to 
stand sponsor for the home companies in his 
state and this pdlicy has been adhered to. 
While the state insurance commissioners 
criticised some of the loss settlements of the 
companies, they have all been readjusted 
and there is little complaint heard these days. 
When a commissioner finds any injustice is 
being practiced he takes it up at once with 
the guilty company. As a matter of fact, 
the monthly payment accident and health 
business is regarded as being equitably 
handled as a whole.
